Small wasi suspended from the office of 
president by three members of the exe- 
cutive committee in Chicago, but so fur, 
Small has not indicated whether he ac- 
cepts the suspension us effective. 


liclvidore Rrooks, general superintend- 


ent of the eastern division of the Wes- 
tern Union said today that the Western 
Union is not interested in the action of 
the strikers. 


"Our company," he said, "is conduct- 


ing its business more efficiently than it 
ever (lid. 
The strike^, of the operators 


who worked for us in past history. Of 
course we are willing to take back to 
work a certain number of the operators 
who quit us, but never will the places 
of loyal employes be filled by the strik- 
ers. 
Agitators will never again work 


lor the company." 


About 130 of the strikers, 
fifty 
of 


them women, •rathered in city hall park 
today and marched down to tho Western 
I'nion building wearing ribbons inscribed 
"We- Stick." 


After milking a demonstration, as a 


result of which two women were arrest- 
ed on charges of 'disorderly conduct they 
dispersed.

day repudiated the calling off of their 
strike, as suggested hy "resident Small. 
The action of the New York local was 
the most enthusiastic since the strike bc- 
pan. The vote to continue.the strike was 
unanimous, nnd 1'resident Small, who 
was present, was hooted and jeered by 
the '2,000 men who refused to accept his 
suggestion and return to work.

When 
they arrived there they found that they 
were practically barred from fishing on 
account of the exorbitant price charged 
them for dockage.

name of Edward Mathewson was sent to 
begin labors in Racine county, before 
the days of railroads and travel was slow 
and hazardous. 
The Wisconsin Baptist 


state convention was organized at Dela- 
van in 184*. In 1846 a new convention 
was formed at East Troy by a few en- 
thusiastic leaders who held the meet- 
ing under a large oak tree. Th? second 
meeting of this great movement was held 
at Racine in 1847. The sum of $78.00 
was contributed for the work as follows:

Just sixty years ago the next gather- 


ing was held at Waukesha in 1848, the 
principal speaker of this occasion, Rev. 
Delaney, having walked fifty miles to be 
present, and preached without supper to 
the eager and waiting congregation. 


Work of Rev. Fish. 


Associated with the state work from 


its inception was Rev. T. W. Fish 
our 


first state missionary. He served from 
1851 to 1880 during which the churches 
increased in numbers from 70 to 190. Mr. 
Fish was a former pastor of the Racine 
church from 1S52 to 1834 and during the 
two years 83 members were added. 


The work of the year shows mission- 


aries employed as follows: 
English, 20; 


Swedish, 9; Danish-Norwegian, 1. There 
was preaching in 31 communities. 


The work at the Wisconsin state uni- 


versity is carried on by a band of work- 
er? from the six churches of that city.

ROUND OF LADDER. 


HAD BEEN ILL A LONG TIME 


A Graduate of Knox College and Michi- 


gan University, He Practiced Law in 


Milwaukee Until Stricken With Nerv- 


ous Prostration, Then Baying Farm 


Near Franksville. 


Charles Brookman Cushman, 39 year* 


old. on? of the befit known men in »nd 
about Franksville, ended his life Sunday, 
morning, by hanging himself in a barn 
on his farm, one and a half miles went of 
Kranksville, in the town of Mt. Pleasant, 
the farm being known as the Thomas 
Parker farm, where a boy was struck 
and killed by lightning less than a year 
ago. 


It was while Mrs. Cushman and other 


members of the family were absent, hav- 
ing gone to the railway station to meet 
her brother, that Mr. Ciishman entered 
the barn and committed the deed. H6 
secured the line from a harness, climbed 
up a ladder leading into the hay mow, 
tied the end of the line to one of upper 
rounds, adjusted the other end around 
his neck and dropped eight or nine feet, 
his neck being broken. 


After the family came home from th« 


station he was missed. A servant girl, • 
Miss Tillie Frank, entered the barn aB<J 
discovered 
the body of Mr. Cushirlan 


hanging from the end of the line.' Sh« 
gave the alarm and the body was .cut 
down nnd carried to the house on tha 
opposite side of the road. Dr. Cprr of 
Franksville. was called, but of coursf 
could do nothing. Ho immediately noti-1 
fied Coroner Jonas lioyle, who repaired 
to the farm, made an investigation and: 
decided that an inquest was not neces- 
sary. 


Was 111 a Long Time. 


Mr. Cushman was born in Baltimore, 


Maryland, and came of a wealthy and 
refined family. When a small boy his 
parents took him to Palmyra, \Vis., and 
he was given the educational advantages 
of the leading colleges of the country. 
From the Knox College he graduated 
in the department of science, and from 
Ann Arbor, Michigan, college, he took 
the law course. 
Fo ra time he prac- 


ticed law in Milwaukee, but was strick- 
en with nervous prostration and g»v« 
up practice. Three years ago he bought 
the Parker farm west of Franksville, 
and moved to that place with his fam- 
ily of thr'ee children. 
He was a hard 


working mnn and operated the farm 
successfully and there was riot a dollaf 
of incumbrance on it. 


Could Not Sleep. 


His old illness came on in an aggro* 


vatcd form and for three weeks past h« 
was unable to sleep .and went to Dn 
Corr for medicine, but this did not ap- 
pear ';o help him. 
It was decided to 


sell the stock and farming utensils o« 
the farm, rent the farm, and remov« 
to a little town in Tennessee, he believ- 
ing that a q«iet life in the south would 
cure the nervousness. The sale was ad- 
vertised to take place on Oct. 18 and 
the farm was leased for a term of years, 
Mr. Cushman worried some about th« 
coming sale of the land. Still he wa< 
never heard to make any threats and 
the ending of his life was a great shock 
to his wife, children, other relatives and 
many friends. 


Grew Weaker Each Day. 


Mrs. Cushman. almost prostrated by 


grief, told tlie coroner that she noticed 
her husband had been unusually nervou< 
and unable to sleep for a number ot 
weeks post. She also observed that h« 
w:is growing weaker from hard work 
and at times he would take a short) 
cut across the farm instead of the us- 
ual way, and was hardly able to walk 
the distance, often sitting down to rest. 
She advised that another man be tn-. 
gaged to assist in the work, but he did 
not seem to take such advice. Just be- 
fore she went to the station to meet hep 
brother, her husband wrote a letter to 
the parties whom they were to visit in 
Tennessee, advising them of the sale of 
the stock and when they could be ex- 
pected. 
She ,'oad the letter, took it 


down and mailed it and had not the 
slightest intimation that her husband 
contemplated taking his Iff. 


Burial at Whitewater . 
; 


The body of the dead man will be tak- - 


en to Whitewater, Wis., for interment, 
ho having often expressed a wish that 
when he died that he be buried in the 
family lot at that place. There survives 
a wife, four children, the youngest on« 
and .t half years old and the oldest six. 
There is also a brother and uncle. 


Mrs. Cushman stated that the gala

For several years she entertained on

She 
represented herself as a woman of im- 
mense wealth, and she aeU-d fhe part to 
perfection.

Packer has printed a. series of articles 
covering the Maine potato crop and in 
this week's issue are presented summar- 
ies of the crops in the principal central 
and northern states.

gathered direct from the growers and 
shippers and consequently is as reliable 
as can be secured. The reports are pre- 
sented just aa they come from the grow- 
ers and shippers, without any qualifying, 
and everyone reading them will be .in po- 
sition to form a conservative and de- 
pendable opinion on the country's crop. 


Considered as a whole, the potato crop 


thin year will not be as large as last 
year and therefore, it is reasonably safe 
to presume that prices this year will be 
above the average, although there seems 
to be little occasion for thinking that 
the crop will bring unusually high prices. 
Of course, it is always uncertain an to 
what future condition* will develop, but 
that potato prices will be on a profitable 
basis for growers this year, and nt the 
same timc not too high to materially re- 
strict consumption, seems a safe conclu- 
sion to arrive at.

Grandfather 
spent a good deal of the time wander- 
ing about picking up leaves and acorns, 
and that evening after supper he had 
them all spread out on the sitting room 
table. 


"I wonder if any of you can see by 


their shapes any two general classes 
into which I might divide these leaves?"

"Pome of them have rough edges like 


teeth and others have round ones like 
scallops."

tones. "Students of plants cnll these 
teeth lobes. The trees having the leaves 
with rounded lobes are all given the 
general luime of white oak trees, while 
those with the sharp pointed lobes are 
given the general name of black oak 
trees. The acorns of the white oak trees 
are generally sweet; those of the black 
oak family arc always bitter."

"Xo, indeed, they are not," assented 


grandfather heartily. "And if you can 
make out the differences you will be 
pretty well able to name the different 
kinds of onk trees. Do you see this leaf, 
so regularly scalloped that it looks like 
a chestnut tree leaf? It Is the leaf of 
the chestnut oak tree. On the under- 
side of the leaf is. a fine down. The 
acorn of the chestnut oak is long and 
narrow. Chestnut oak trees are found 
generally on rocky banks and hillsides 
and have a black bark which Is much 
ridged and furrowed," 


"Do you see how deeply cut the scal- 


lops arc on this one?" Harry said, hold- 
ing up a leaf on which the lobes reach- 
ed almost to the center vein. 


"Yes. that is one. of the commonest of 


the oak trees. Not only does It beron'g 
to the white oak branch of the oitfc'fnm-- 
ily. but its particular name is white 
oak. It was one of its acorns which I 
picked up for you to taste after Willie 
had tried the bitter one from one of the 
black oak trees. You will see that the 
lobes are about the same distance apart 
and are somewhat narrow. There an: 
always from three to nine of these on a 
leaf, and the top lobe itself Is subdlyld- 
ed. The wood of this tree Is valuable 
for building and cablnetmaklng.""1'"*'

".What an odd acorn that Is," Bessie 


cried, picking up a rather flat nut, the 
cup of which was covered with thick 
pointed scale*. 


"Yes, it is very pretty—the acorn of 


the bur oa'.c tree. The leaf is cut into

deep lobes, and the edge of each lobe Is 
scalloped like tha leaf of the chestnut 
oak,'- 


When they had admired this pretty 


acorn and Bessie had explained how she 
meant to hollow out the inside of the 
acorns for doll cups, grandfather picked 
up another leaf. 


"I will show you now a leaf that you 


will have trouble In Identifying, it so 
much resembles that of the white oak 
tree. I have here three different leaves 
from the same tree, and you see how 
much they differ in form. While they 
are not really sharpened at the ends, 
you will notice that the lobes are not 
nearly ao rounded as those of the white 
oak. The general shape of the leaf Is 
that of a wedge. It Is a swamp white 
oak. 
You should examine its acorn, 


which has a narrow cup with scales 
smaller and thinner than those of the 
bur oak. The bark of the tree is gray. 
Tha swamp white oak grows, as you 


might expect from its name, on low- 
lands. 


"Now, children, we come to the point- 


ed oak leaves," the old man continued. 
"I have told you that these are all giv- 
en the general name of black oak tree?. 
Acorns are found on them only every 
other year instead of every year, as In 
the case of the white oak trees. Their 
acorns arc not fit for food, being too 
bitter. Do you see these leaves with 
the lobes cut almost to the middle vein 
and the spiny, pointed tips? This is one 
of the most beautiful of all the oak. 
trees and is a native of America.. 1'4 
autumn its gorgeous red foliage is murti 
admired. It Is known as the scarlet 
oak. Its acorn is smaller than that oi 
the red oak, whose leaf It much resem- 
bles. The cup of the scarlet oak's acorn 
is. however, deeper than that of the red 
oak, 'and the scales upon it are almost 
triangular and are very closely pet. The1 
red oak leaf has from seven ..to.^ne 
lobes, which are shaped like triangles 
and point more toward the tip" of tne 
leaf than those of any other kind. Its 
acorn Is large and rounded, with a nar- 
row, Hat cup." 


"Who 
would think there were so 


many different sorts of oaks!" Harry 
exclaimed. 


"There arc many. more thnn I have 


mentioned,- but when you can namf 
these on sight I shall be ready to-spenkv 
of the others. I have been told that 
there are as many as fifty different 
kinds. The oak Is one of the best known 
and most useful trees in the world, so I 
think you should know something about 
It. From some varieties of oak medi- 
cine is obtained, and excellent food for 
hogs and cattle is afforded by tho 
acorns. In Italy acorn meal is made 
Into bread, and the Mexican Indians 
use them for food. Once on a time ships 
were built of oak. and furniture and 
buildings are still made from the wood."
